“Emmanuel,” Student Play Is 
Well Received By 
Audience 








The supreme joy of serving the 
Infant King, the utter desolation of 
despair, and the hopelessness of 
alone were all 
beautifully portrayed by the Christ- 
mas masque, “Emmanuel,” which 
was presented in the Clarke Col- 
lege auditorium, Tuesday evening, 
December 15, at 8 o'clock. ‘Ihe cast 
was made up of over one hundred 
and fifty Clarke students. 


Beautifully realistic settings, sym- 


| bolical dances, colorful costumes of 
thirteenth century Italy and Christ-. 


mas carols which have been sung 
throughout the ages, all were com- 
bined to lend atmosphere and effec- 
tiveness to the masque. Eight 
Christmas trees electrically lighted 
and decorated with toys typical of 
the holiday season, a boar’s head, 
Yule-log and wassail pledge added 
characteristic gaiety to the scene. 


Before the curtain rose the ea- 
tire cast presented a medieval seren- 
ade. With the hall dimmed to dark- 
ness, the actors in costume proceed- 
ed from the stage carrying lighted 
candles and singing familiar carols. 


The curtain opened upon a scene 
oi love and joy. A peasant crowd 
was gathered before the old churcn 
of St. Damien’s and the spirit of 
Christmas was in the hearts of all. 
Noblemen and ladies mingled with 
the peasants, forgetful of class dis- 
tinction in the communal celebration 
of the birth of Him Who came tor 
all. St. Francis of Assisi and his 
companion appeared among the peo- 
ple. The children left their gay 
dances to flock around him and beg 
for tales of the Christ-child. St. 
Francis revealed to the group the 
misery of pre-Christian days—which 
were depicted vividly in scenes two 
and three. 


Directly dissimilar in every re- 
spect was the next scene. In the 
fcreground was a broad expanse of 
and forbidding— 
symbolic of the complete emptiness 
of the world before the coming of 
the Messiah. At the back of the 
scene stood St. Francis meditating 
on the world as it had been when 
overshadowed with the darkness of 
paganism. Two weary wayfarers 
had fallen exhausted in the desert. 
Dancers, eerie and mystic, appeared 
before the fallen couple and as they 
slowly danced around them they off- 
ered them the things they thought 
most desirable, snatching them back 
before their outstretched hands could 
grasp the gifts This was, perhaps, 
the most highly symbolic scene in 
the masque. 


The third scene in its pre-Christ- 
mas setting and its joylessness was 
a masterful one. It represented the 
ceurt of pleasure. In the center the 
queen of Pleasure sat upon her 
throne urging on the dancers. Atter 
a strenuous dance of the Egyptian 
type, the leader, dominated by th» 
thought that she must please the 
tyrannical queen, spent herself in a 
rhythmical solo dance. The throne 
of the queen was gorgeous, bearing 
a richly carved representation of Isis 
the Egyptian goddess of pleasure. 


Following close upon this pagan 
spectacle was another scene of joy 
and love. The locale was again Sr. 
Damien’s. St. Francis had prepared 
for the joyous peasants a replica 
the crib at Bethlehem. The people 
gathered around the crib to join in 
prayer to “Emmanuel” Whom they 
had sought so long.

ing the graceful cloak of simplic- 
ity. A simple maiden, and kneeling 
beside her her spouse, the carpenter of 
Nazareth in the poor wind-swept sta- 
ble whose only warmth is the sweet 
breath of the oxen, and in the door- 
way worshipping shepherds; the cen- 
ter of all this—the little Child, very 
small and very sweet, is God, the Joy 
of the World, the Light shining in 
darkness, This miracle of glory cloaked 
in simplicity, of the Creator become 
smaller and more helpless than His 
creatures,—this is the wonder of 
Christmas, this is the secret spring of 
its charm, 

This simplicity has clung about 
Christmas through all the years since 
that first wondrous night. The simple 
things and the old things are most loy- 
ingly associated with this feast. The 
Christmas hymns, sweetest of all mu- 
sic, some of them the greatest, are still 
the simplest. Some have arisen out of 
the folk song of the people. All have 
the charm of simplicity and length of 
years. The colors of Christmas—green 
and red—are simple and old. In them 
is no subtle mingling of mysterious 
dyes; they are the strong colors used 
by centuries of peasants and knights, 


The things that speak most ten- 
derly to us of Christmas are simple 
things. Chimes ringing across a star- 
lit, snow-white world will ever em- 
body Christmas, awakening wtih their 
poetry our deepest love and stirring 
dreams and memories. A Christmas 
candle, a wreath of holly, a pine tree 
hung with tinsel, all things that speak 
to us of Christmas are simple and old 
and sweet. 
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So have the memories of that first 
Christmas stolen down and clung 
about the feast. So does Christmas to- 
day in the simplicity of its hymns and 
carols, in all its symbols that are un- 
affected and unsophisticated, recall 
that far-away birthday of the King 
when heaven leaned down to earth and 
clothed itself in the simplicity of a 
child to the music of the singing an- 
gels and the light of the Christmas 
star. 

So if we are to have Christmas we 
must become like unto those first wor- 
shippers at Bethlehem. We must come 
clothed in simplicity if we would 
understand the wonder of Christmas 
night. Then will those things be made 
clear to us that are hidden from the 
proud and revealed to little children. 
Then our simplicity will veil the joy in 
our hearts, the peace that is the gift of 
the Infant Savior. Then will there be 
glowing in our minds the light of the 
Christmas star and ringing in our 
hearts ‘the heavenly melodies of 
Christmas night.

A crown set in pearls completes the 
pin.

The Story of the Christmas 
Crib 


Jf the event were other than it is, if it 


were portentous of mere earthly affairs, it 


possible that through the ages that have 
ave been left un- 


ig 
intervened there would h 
said nothing that might be said about that 


first Christmas, when the Light of all the 
World first cast its prilliant flame into the 
darkness and cold of a winter’s night. But 
the finite mind of man is unable to contem- 
plate the supernatural in the full blaze of 
its splendor; it is only capable of compre- 


hending all the details by slow degrees. 


Thus the full meaning of that first submis- 
sion of the Deity must ever be seen from 
new angles; and being jlluminated now and 
again with divine inspiration, man has nev- 
er ceased to dwell upon that momentous 


night with loving tenderness and awe. 


Yearly the scene of the drama is repre- 
sented to us. In our homes, in churches, 
and in schools the stable and the crib have 
been the essential motif in which the 
Christmas theme has centered. Simple re- 
plicas of cardboard and wood, with figures 
of paper, stiff and crude; or large, natural- 
looking caves with walls of pine boughs and 
floor covered with scattered straw, with the 
figures of the Blessed Virgin, St. Joseph, 
and the Babe of life-size; poor stables, and 
stables that hint of oppulence, whatever 
they may cost, and however beautiful the 
workmanship, they serve to recall man’s 
feeble intellect to the contemplation of the 
Mystery of Mysteries. 


They have so been used for centuries, 
but not for so many centuries as the Church 
has known. Not until the Middle Ages was 
Christmas commemorated in this manner. 
It was St. Francis of Assisi who originated 
the custom. 
the Pope for the erection of a stable and a 
representation of the manger in his church 
of the Portiuncula. He hastened back to 
Greccio joyfully with his permission and 
erected the first Christmas Crib with his 
own hands, His people and the friars, his 
brothers in religion, were overcome with de- 
light. 
people now picture themselves each as one 
of the shepherds come to give homage to 
the real Babe in the Manger.

Every year St. Francis was besieged by 
his followers to make another “Stable of 
Bethlehem,” and gradually through helping 
him to design the crib in the church the 
people learned to fashion their own in their 
homes. 


Down through the centuries this tradi- 
tion has remained a cherished one. Artistic 
imagination has designed beautiful cribs ex- 
celling in fine workmanship. But the most 
beautiful one in the world, and the largest 
too, is in the old Franciscan church of Ara 
Coeli. And in the crib there is exposed the 
famous “Santo Bambino de Ara Coeli,” ey- 
ery year from Christmas eve until Epiph- 
any. At the same time throughout the world 
tiny figures in like cribs are drawing those 
who contemplate the poverty of the stable 
and of the God-man into a closer union with 
Him and into a greater understanding of 
the Mystery of His coming, 
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Miss Mullen was asked to read her essay 
at this meeting.
